Sete in’ Philadelphia for | 
250 to Be Delivered Before 
Next December. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 10.—Tthe Baldwin 
Locomotive Works have just recéived or- 
ders for 13 additional locomotives for the 
Imperial Government Railways of Japan, 
making 250 since the first of the year. Un- 
der the terms of the contracts, which were 
signed at Yokohama. all the locomotives 
are to be delivered there before December. 

Within three weeks the last of the first 


‘100 locomotives for Japan were shipped from 


Philadelphia. and the Minnesota, of the 
Great Northern Steamship Co., has just 
landed at Yokohama the first 57 locomotives 
of that lot. The freight charges from Phil- 
édelphia across the United States by rail, 
and thence across the Pacific Ocean by ship 
to Japan, is about $1000 per locomotive. 
Requiring promptly 200 more -passenger 
locomotives of the type of those first or- 
dered at Baldwin's, Japan asked for bids. 
The order was divided,

British Locomotive (o., the trust of Great 


Britain, 

The Philadelphia concern could have had 
the entire lot, but let part of the business 
£°. in order to take another contract cover- 
ng 


50 consolidated freight locomotives of 
the American type. These 150 locomotives 


will cost the Japanese Government about 


$1.600,000. 

Compared with the giant locomotives 
used on the railroads in this country, these 
passenger jocomotives for Japan, where the 
guage {fs 3% feet, are small. ‘They weigh 
102,000. pounds, have a wheel base of 20 feet, 
driving wheels 4 inches in. diameter, and 
tanks holding 1800 gallons of water. 

The largest type passenger locomotive 
used in the United States weighs 225,000 
pounds, has a wheel base of % feet, without 
the tender, drivi wheels 34 inches in di- 
ameter, and a tank capacity of 8500 gallons. 
The 50 freight locomotives are to weigh 
120,000 pounds each.

Thaw Opposes Pennsyl- 
vania’s Effort to Get 
Right of Way. 


NO SMOKE FOR LYNDHURST 


Wants to Sell Part of Her Land, 
but Is Suspicious of 
Middlemen. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

“PITTSBURG, Pa., June 10.--Fearful of 
soon having such an unsociable neighbor 
as the Pennsylvania Railroad, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Thaw, whom the Countess of Yar- 
mouth and Harry ,Kendall Thaw call 
“mamma.” is eager to sell part of her Pitts- 
burg estate, Lyndhurst, to persons she may 
be sure will not transfer the property to 


that corporation. 

Mrs. Thaw’s days are poisoned and her 
nights disturbed by the haunting dread that 
a pall of soft cdal smoke will hang over 
her home, that vagrant cinders will affect 
the eyesight of her English coachman and 
Italian moltor driver, that the nerves of her 
Scotch butler, Swiss footmen and French 
chef will be set a-jangle by the screech 
of car wheels, that the rumbling of freight 
trains will disturb the meditations of her 
German secretary—that, in short, the whole 
polyglot household will be sidetracked from 
the even tenor of its way by the propin- 


quity of the Pennsylvania. 
“Tl don’t want the Pennsylvania Railroad 


to acquire any part of Lyndhurst,” said 
Mrs. Thaw. “I wish to retain five acres 
of land and my home, but if I sell the un- 
used land I want to know who my neigh- 


bors are to be.” 

Mrs. Thaw owned 26 acres until recently, 
when she sold five of them. She satisfied 
herself thoroughly the purchaser of those 
five acres was not acting for the railroad, 
but she learned others among the many 
bidders for the remainder she was dis- 


posed to sell had affiliations with officers 
of the Pennsylvania, and that made her 
suspicious. One of her lawyers informed 
her casually there was danger the company 
mght obtain possession oi the estate by 
condemnation proceedings, thus acquiring 
a right of way through the heart of the 
property and taking its engines practically 
under Mrs. Thaw's windows.

GIANT BATTLESHIP TO 
BE BUILT FOR SPEED.

LONDON, June 10.—The battleship *which 
will be laid down at Portsmouth this year 
will be the pioneer of a new type combin- 
ing the speed of a cruiser with more than 
the ordinary striking force of a battleship. 
‘She will be called the Dreadnaught, and 
will have a displacement of 18,000 tons. She 
is designed for a speed of 21 knots, which 
is faster by two miles an hour than any 
other British ship of the line, and will have 
an armament which will make her superior 
to almost any two battleships of other 
powers.

MADRID, June 10.—While young King 
Alfonso is “doing’’ Burope in splendid =m syle, 
seeking a bride to bolster up the dynasty 
and the broken fortunes of Spain, the 
peasants of the southern part of the coun- 
try are stricken with famine. 

Some American tourists who landed at 
Malaga today witnessed a pathetic scene, 
due to the famine. 

Nearly 4000 ragged a 
had marched from the 
menar, Casabermaja, Alf 
Borge. Starvai 
Malaga to. for bread and work. 

They were led by landowners, who not 
long ago\ were in affluent circumstances, 
but are now In as sad a plight as their 
own tenants and laborers. 

The moti¢y army drew up in front of 
the Prefecture, while a deputation waited 
on the Prefect. He bade them to return 
quietly to their villages and forbade then 
to ask alms: 

The leaders pleaded, and declared that 
going back Unassisted meant death from 
slow starvation, for their resources were 
at an end. 


Many peasants dropped in the streets 
after their march from weakness due to 


tarving laborers 


to gO away, and the army sprawled on 
the ground in' front of the prefecture, de- 
claring they would not go home without 
pecuniary assistance. 

Their leaders then visited the houses of 
all the richest inhabitants asking for as- 
Sistance for the peasante. 

At Montalban, in the province of Taledo, 
rioting has taken place among the starv- 
ing population. Landowners’ lodges have 
been burned down, the payment of taxes 
has been refused and tax-gatherers’ lives 
threatened. 

A large force of police is being sent in 
to the district to re-establish order. 

In certain provinces of the south of Spain, 
the Catalan corn merchants have offered 
to provide all the flour necessary to alle- 
viate the famine at reduced prices if the 
Government will withdraw the bill 
suppression of the customs duties on im- 
ported wheat and flour which is in prep- 
aration. The proposal is being considered.

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GIANT FISH 
ITS FATE IN NET 


476-Pound Alligator Gar, 7 1-2 
Feet Long, Captured in Missis- 
Sippi at East St. Louis. 


Herman Abel, who lives in the Bohemian 
Hill neighborhood of South St. Louis, is the 
hero and acknowledged champion fisher- 
man of the Mississippi River for miles up 
and down the stream. Abel has succeeded 
in landing the biggest fish in the memory 
of Mississippi fishermen, and one which 
every Izaak Walton has been after since 
early in May. 

The fish is a giant alligator gar 7 feet 6 
inches long and weighing 476 pounds. It 
was captured in a net off Sandy Hook, just 


below the East St. Louis Blevator. 

The big gar was first seen in May. Those 
who first saw it believed it to be a whale 
that had in some unexplained manner found 
its way up the Mississipp from the ocean. 
In fact, little credence was given the story 
of the fish when it was first told, but fisher- 
man after fisherman declared he seen 
it, and then Alderman William O'Malley of 
East St. Louis determined to capture the 
fish. He made a apenas hook of great size, 
but the gar refused to bite. William Lyons 
of Alton also determined to capture the 
monster, but falled.

PURE UPPER AIR OZONE 
TO BE PIPED FOR SALE. 


SYDNEY, N. 8. W., June 10.—According 
to a scheme patented Dy James Robinson, a 
Sydney business man, the day may come 
when every household will have fresh air 
supplied in pipes in much the same way 


as gas and water are now distributed. 

The apparatus consists of a captive bal- 
loon or a series of balloons, with a tube 
of aluminum communicating with a res- 
ervoir on the earth. The reservoir will 
be kept ful of air from the yo regions 
by means of a suction fan. is air can 
be soneegenee distributed in pipes to 
those willing to pay for it. That, at any 
rate, is the theory. 

The idea also covers the supply of oxy- 
gen in this manner to hermetically sealed 
rooms for the treatment of patients suf- 
fering from consumption or anaemia. A 
further notion is to fill bags with high- 
level air for use in sick rooms, just as 
at present seltzogenes are filled with soda 
water, and it is even suggested that “fresh 
air’ depots should be established where 
people could drop into for a “breathe.” 

This would, it ls claimed, be more effectu- 
al = dropping into a public house for a 
drink. 

The inventor has submitted his plans to 
local doctors and engineers. The doctors 
agree as to the great hygenic value of air 
obtained in the way suggested, but doubt 
the feasibility of. the scheme. The en- 
gineers, however, do not seem to think 
it impracticable. 

The Government has been asked to test 
the idea, with a view to its belng adopted 
as a State enterprise.

Evangelist, From the Tripod, Too 
Free in Criticism of 
Criminal Court.

Naval Officers in Washington 
Tell Strange Tales of Cooks and 
Cabin Boys They Met Later as 
Officers of Japanese Warships. 


By Leased Wire from the Washington Su- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—While the ex- 
perts of the army and navy intelligence bu- 
reaus are waiting for authentic material 
wherein to found a theory of the. over- 
whelming defeat of Rojestvensky by Togo, 
the military gossips continue to exploit 
their hypotheses and reminiscences. 

At present no responsible person under- 
takes to say tha the disaster is referable 
to this or that particular cause. So far, it 
is not known whether the Russian ships 
were destroyed by gunfire or by torpedo 
boats, or by submarines. Neither can any 
one assert or deny. at least with positive 
authority, that the Baltic fleet owes its an- 
nihilation to the incompetency, the de- 
moralization, and the panic of those who 
had it in charge. The general belief. of 


this cause, in combination with the inferior 
material at his disposal. On every side 
one hears the parallels of Manila and Santi- 
ago. With an untrained personnel and 
poor ships, poor guns and worse ammu- 
nition to work with, the best commander 
in the world can do next to nothing against 
a much smaller force, skilled, enthusiastic, 
alert, and thoroughly well provided.

BAYAN WOULD BE 
CANDIDATE. AGAIN 


Plans Tour of Europe to Ground 
Himself in Public Ownership 
Problems for 1908. 


OMAHIA, Neb., June 10.—Willliam Jen- 
nings Bryan will sail for Europe early in 
the autumn, with the expectation of stay- 
ing abroad a year, and in his adsence his 
weekly journal, the Commoner, will be 
edited by Richard L. Metealf. Mr. Met- 
calf recently resigned the editorship of 
the Omaha World-Herald to become 4as- 
sociate editor of the Commoner. 

The primary object of Mr. Bryan's trip 
abroad is to study municipal ownership 
and railway problems there. He purposes 
to loak searchingly into these and kindred 
questions during his absence and to give 
the. fruits of his investigation to the pub- 
lic in weekly letters to the Commoner. 
Municipal ownership of street railways 
and of other public utilities and govern- 
ment ownership of railways and telegraph 
and teleptione lines are likely, as Mr. 
Bryan believes, to be important issues in 
the next Presidential campaign, and he 
expects to gather such first-hand informa- 
tion about them as will enable him to 
shed much light on the numerous ques- 
tions they involve, and to discuss them in- 


telligentiy and persuasively if they should 
come to the froni as leading political is- 
siies three yeare hence.

THE WAR, AND AFTER. 

The assurance that peace negotiations are about to be- 
gin, with a certainty of an early cessation of hostilities, 
must be welcome news.to the- combatants as well as ‘o 
other nations. 

That Japan sincerely desires peace cannot be doubted. 
The new nation has, by a few brilliant strokes, established 
herself as the dominant factor in the politics of the far 
East and within a year altered, radically, the conditions 
of internaticnal relatione cf all the powers on earth. No 
other nation, ancient or modern, ever accomplished so much 
is so short a time as Japan has in a few short months. 

The supreme virtue of a victor is moderation, and the 
Japanese will probably conclude that to persist in hostility 
and impose hard terms is to invite the enmity of jealous 
interests and perhaps imperil the advantages gained by her 
sacrifices on the battlefield. Japan is secure. She is not 
likely to blunder by trying to make her position too se- 
cure, 

Whatever may be the desires of the Russian bureaucracy, 
the Russian people who pay the bills and fight the battles 
cannot but rpjgice at i Bs 4 of peace. They haye 
nothing: to’ gaia by wir 
tergat. But, once ‘peice is deélnred, they can demand at- 
teition’ to the -real ‘interest “6f the mation. The waf ‘has }’ 
demonstrated thé unmensured in¢éompetence of the gov- 
ernthent. ~ With ‘peace “will come ‘the reckoning with’ the 
unfaithful servants ‘who plunged: Russia into a wanton 
war. 

The.rest of the world will be only too glad to see the 
end of the strife. Neutrals are under a strain of anxiety 
while a great war is raging. A consul’s ignorance, an am- 
bassador’s failure of tact, an admiral’s indiscretion, a thou- 
sand and one perils lurk in the most trifling incidents, 
which may at any time draw neutrals into the maelstrom. 
Therefore they welcome every suggestion of peace. 

A uew era opens for the whole world. New problems 
will grow out of the rise of an Oriental nation.

The question this raises is of whether the Chicago school 
teachers are not mistaken in their own status. If, instead 
of being “union laborers” they are office holders, then, as 
possible strikers, their case is hopeless. By a century of 
education every patriotic American feels bound to hold 
himself in readiness to respond if he is called on to take 
the place of any office holder who strikes for higher pay, 
or leaves his place on any account whatever. 

A strike of office holders may be possible in this country, 
but it would be the most hopeless of all hopeless strikes. 
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The Brooklyn man who finds himself healthy and strong 
after eating nothing but fresh air for 45 days, is a more 
important person than the man who never wears an over- 
coat.

A NEW EXPLOSIVE. : 

German pepers state that acetylene gas, generated from 
ca’cium carbide by the simple addition of water, has not met 
which, however, were very great.

New uses for the gas have been looked for for some time. 
The latest invention is its use as an explosive. 

Dy means of ‘an air mixture, explosive force is obtained 
which can compete with that of powder or dynamite. The 
explosion takes place in an alr chamber and is caused by an 
electric spark. For this purpose carbide of calcium is re- 
duced to small particles and put into a cartridge, consisting 
of atin box. In this the carbide Hes at the bottom and above 
it is a partition filled with water. Above this is a vacant 
space with the electric percussion device. On the side of the 
cartridge is an iron pin by means of which the partition be- 
tween the carbide and the water can be perforated. After 
the drill hole has been completed, the cartridge is placed Into 
it and the bole is closed with a wooden stopper. Then the 
protruding iron pin is dealt a blow, by which the partition 
is perforated and the water is caused to come in contact 
with the carbide, whereby acetylene gas is generated. This 
mixes with the alr of the drill hole. After five minutes the 
gas is ignited by an electric spark. 

By this method of blasting the rock is said to be not thrown 
out, but rent with innumerable cracks, so that it can be easily 
remcved afterwards. About 1.7 ounces of carbide, which pro- 
duce. about 16.quarts of acetylene gas, are used for each car- 
triaye.—_ Mines: anil Minerals: for June, 


HYDRAULIC PLANTS IN ITALY. 

The use of water power for operating electric plants is 
constantly on the increase in Italy, especially in the north- 
cri part of the country. Not long ago two large hydraulic 
stations were set running. One of these is situated at Tur- 
bigo and has a capacity of 8000 horsepower. It furnishes 
current -.for the region of Gallarate, Varese and Legnano. 
The other plant is at Zogno in the Brembana Valley, and 
supplies a tutal of 800 horsepower. Besides the two plants 
which are now running, a third hydraulic station which will 
be erected at Trezzo d'Adda will distribute 8500 horsepower 
to the region around Moygza and Bergamo. Among other 
plants which are now building may be mentioned the hy- 
draulic station which the Conti company are erecting in the 
neighborhood of Vigevano, which is a small industrial center 
to the southwest of Milan. It will have a capacity of 7500 
horsepower. When the last two plants have been completed, 
the Milan district will have as much as 60,000 horsepower 
in the different hydraulic stations. This development of 
water power is an important factor in the north Italian 
region and will contribute greatly to'the growth of the in- 
dustries, seeing that each horsepower furnished by the hy- 
draulic plants represents an annual economy of $20 In im- 
portod coal, that is to say, a sum which would go to the 
benefit of England or America. 


CALCIUM METAL BY ELECTRICITY. 

“Flectrometaliurgy.’’ says Nature, “has at last succeeded 
in pruducing metallic calcium in commercial quantities, and 
at what must be considered a relatively low price. Until 
within a few weeks ago this metal had only been available in 
very srmmall araounts, and remained a rare laboratory speci- 
men; it is row obtainable at a price per kilogram less than 
that charged by most chemical dealers for a small one-gram 
sanm.pie. Humphrey Davy first formed the amalgam by elec- 
trolyzing lime, mixed with mercuric oxide and slightly mois- 
tened, with @ mercury kathode; he isolated the metal in 
small quantities by distilling off the mercury. Since then 
many chemists have tried in vain to find a method suitable 
for its preparation on a larger scale.

WHAT CHEER, Io., June 10.—With the 
burial of the body of Sarah Kuhn, life con- 
viet. who, despairing of a pardon, had killed 
herself at the State Penitentiary at Ana- 
mosa, Io., this week, the last -chapter in 
an extraordinary murder case was written. 

Concentrated lye was the flery poison 
with which the woman drank the toast 
of death and, though the end did not come 
for 17 days, she made no effort during that 
time to save herself. To the doctors, who 
urged her to aid them in accomplishing 
her recovery, her reply always was: 

“O, you men don’t know what it is to be 
in prison.”’ 

Since the Legislature of 194 voted against 
giving her a pardon she suffered the most 
complete despondency, and though her mel- 
ancholy was deplorable, she did not com- 
plain much of the injustice which shut her 
behind the prison walls for life for a crime 
of which, in the language of Justice Weav- 
er of the Supreme Court, she hgppened to 
be unable to prove herself innocent. 

She was convicted of the murder of her 
husband, a cripple. Charles Kuhn, in 
Keokuk County. He died of arsenic poison- 
ing, Sept. 4, 1900. On Jan. 8, 1901, Mrs. 


‘Kuhn was sentenced for life to the prison 


at Anamosa and remained in that institu- 
tion to the day of her death. 

In the Legislature of 194 an effort was 
made to secure a pardon for her. The 
Supreme Court had affirmed the judgment 
againet her, and Justice Weaver wrote a 
brilliant dissenting opinion, in which he 
eaid that the majority of the court had in 
effect made a new rule—namely: That the 
accused fnust prove herself innocent, rath- 
er than that the prosecution must prove 
her gullty. 

The Kuhn case excited much comment be- 
fore the Legislature. It was the subject of 
@n evening session of the State Senate and 
much brilliant debate was indulged in. The 
House was overwhelmingly for the wom- 
an’s pardon. Had there been a joint bal- 
lot she would have been released with a 
large majority in her favor. But the law 
requires a constitutional majority of each 
house voting separately. And she lost in 
the Sonate by one vote.

A bottle which once had held strychnine 
was found at the side of a much-traveled 
road between What Cheer and Sigourney. 
Over this road Kuhn and his wife had 
passed in a buggy a day before the bottle 
was found. The Btate investigated every 
drug store from Oskaloosa to Delta. and 
could not find where it had been procured. 
Not a scintilla of evidence ever was offered 
to connect Mrs. Kuhn with the purchase 
of the polson. Yet she was given a life 
sentence for administering it to Kuhn, the 
jury holding that other circumstances indi- 
cated her connection. 

She ever maintained her complete inno- 
Her testimony on the stand was ex- 
cellent. In the prison she maintained her 
guliltlessnes&®. The occasionally expressed 
and despairing indignation of this young 
girl, with a life time In prison before her, 
was pitiful to behold.

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Grand Vesour Ends Its Career 
After 136 Years of Un- 
broken Sarvice. 


PARIS, June 10.—The Grand Vesour, once 
the most famous restaurant in Paris, closed 
its doors today after an unbroken existence 
of 136 years. 

Its superb cooking was the joy of genera- 
tions of epicures, and it made the fortune 
of many successive proprietors. Of late 
yeart it has been more of a show place, and 
no Englishman or American thought a visit 
to Paris complete without going to the 
restaurant in the Palais Royal to sit in the 
seats of emperors and marshals and reflect 
on ihe brilliant traditions connected with 
the place. 

It was established in 1769, but did not be- 
come a great resort of fashion until the 
years preceding the Revolution. Then 
Vesour took over the place, and the excel- 
lence of its cooking attracted all that was 
gay and brilliant in the French capital. 
Napoleon, before he became Emperor. was 
often seen there. Wellington was a fre- 


goons diner at the place when he was in 
aris after Waterloo. 

Prince Murat, Marshal Ney, and many of 
Napoleon's distinguished officers were also 
among the customers, and scratched their 
names on the mirrors which hung around 
the walls. Another name that can still be 
deciphered is that of Thackeray.

Physicians who practice in the congested 
districts of St. Louis have been asked by 
the officers of the St. Louls Pure Milk 
Commission to write prescriptions for the 
pasteurized and modified milk without 
making any charge for the service. 

As the milk is supplied to the public at 
merely a nominal price, and as the work 
of the commission is philanthropic and not 
commercial, most of the physicians who 
Dave been requested have signified their 
willingness to issue the prescriptions with- 


out charge. 

No milk will be supplied from any of the 
91 distributing stations save on one of the 
printed pres ription blanks. 

Several physicians are members of the 
commission, and they are anxious that all 
physicians should familiarize themselves 
with the advantages to be derived from the 
pure food for babies that is being issued 
by the commission. ’ 

It is pointed out that at least one-third of 
the deaths among infants is due to an im- 
pure milk supply, and it is to rectify this 
and save the lives of the babies that the

WASHINGTON, June 10.—“‘What is the 
Object of the soil survey?’ Prof. Milton 
Whitney, chief of the United States Bu- 
reau of Solls was asked today. 

“As the country become more thickly 
settied,”’ he said, “it will be necessary to 
got the most out of the land in the way 
of food products. To do this wé must know 
our soils so well that we can tell accur- 
ately what crop a given soil is adapted 
to, 

“Every plant has a particular kind or 
type of soll in which it reaches the highest 
development. It may grow In many other 
types that the ideal, but not so perfectly. 
For example, the sweet potato loves a 
sandy soil. It will grow in clay, but not 
with any such degree of luxuriance as it 
does in sand. So it ie with all other farm 
crops. 

“The idea of the Bureau of Soils is to 
survey and map all the arable land of the 
country; a sorting out and classifying pro- 
cess, and when done we can say accurate- 
ly that this the soil will produce tobacco 
of a certain kind, that soil is adapted to 
celery growing, and other soils to other 
crops, 

“As a general proposition, it may be said 


that a type of sol! that is suited to growing 
a crop fn one section will produce the 
same crop successfuny elsewhere, ff cli- 
mate, drainage and previous treatment 
have been similar. For example, the high- 
priced BSummatra weaaeet leaf tobacco Is 
the product of a peculiar type of soil. In 
our survey of the Connecticut Valley we 
found the same type. The difference In 
climate between the two locations was the 
only difference, and this was overcome by 
placing a ght screen of cloth over the 
Connecticut flelda- The result is that we 
can crow a product in chat sotl equal to 
the imported, thereby introducing a valua- 
ble new industry.”

“You Did Not Make the Law and 
No Matter What Public Senti- 
ment Says You Must Enforce 
the Law,” Writes the Governor. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatok. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 8—Gov. Hoch is 
gathering information in regard to the non- 
enforcement of the prohibitory law, the 
anti-cigarette law and the anti-gambling 
law. A county attorney of an Eastern 
Kaneas county, here on legal business, 
showed a letter which he had received 
from the Governor. He said that the Sher- 
iff of his county had received a similar 


document. 

When asked about the Governor admitted 
that he was sending out letters to the 
county attorneys and sheriffs in the state. 
Most of the letters have already been 


maltied. 

The Governor's letter reads: 

“Dear Sir: During the past few months 
I have received a large number of letters 
from different parts of the State making 
complaint that certain laws upon the stat- 
ute books are being persistently and flag- 
rantly violated. Among the laws especial- 
ly mentioned are the prohibitory law, the 
law against gambling and the law forbid- 
Ging the selling of cigarettes to children. 

“as Chief Executive of the State of 
Kaneas, I have taken an oath to enforce 
the laws of the State. I cannot discrimi- 
nate as to what laws shall be enforced and 
what shall not be enforced, but, in obedi- 
ence to my oath, must stand for the en- 
forcement of all laws “ron the statut 
books. The statutes havé made you one 0 
the officers whose special duty it is to see 
that the laws are properly enforced, and 
l] assume that you are willing to do ev- 
erything to fulfill the oath of office which 

ou, Ike myself, solemnly assumed in en- 
oe TE upon your duties. 

“T am aware that in certain counties 
there is a considerable public sentiment 
against the enforcement of some of the 
laws mentioned, one of them in particular. 
But I cannot think that this fact excuses 
any public officer from making every ef- 
fort in his power to enforce the law. He 
did not make the law. He is not respon- 
gible for public sentiment. It is his busi- 
ness to do his duty to the best of his 
ability, let the consequences be what they 
may. There is but one thing for an officer 
to do and that is to obey his oath, and 
there is but one wr; 3 for the oltizen to 
do and that is obey the law.

‘The 
idea!’ were some of the comments. “No, 
indeed, they would not call.”" But they did. 
The fact that three of their fellows had 
been snubbed did not deter others from 
having a try at making their way Into the 
presence of the wife of Montana's senior 
Senator. - : . . 

Some of them in every instance, those 
who had known Mrs. Clark during her 
girlhood, when she lived in poverty with 
her parents here, were admitted and wel- 
comed cordially. Then it leaked out that 
Mrs. Clark preferred the friends of the old 
days to those who seek to pay her homage 
now that she is wealthy, but who falled to 
recognize her or any member of her family 


at the time when she was Miss La Chapelle 
and kbown only as the daughter of a poor |} 


French physician struggling to support his 
family. 

Thus it came about that the ‘‘exclusive 
set’’ in Butte has suffered a division from 
which it is not likely to recover in months. 
A dozen or so of stately dames who have 
been refused admittance into the Clark 
house, and their immediate friends, who 
have never known Mrs. Clark, are loud in 
their denunciation of her action In repuls- 
ing their advances. Many ol these women 
have been leaders in social affairs here for 
many years. 

Another contingent, composed in a large 
part of women who have laid claim to so- 
clal prominence only during the last few 
years, and in most instances were friends 
of the La Chapelle family and friends in 
the old days, have been welcomed to the 
Clark house. They in turn are just as loud 
in their praise of Mrs. Clark as the others 
are in their condemnation. And Mrs. 
Clark, by her attitude of independence and 
her declaration that the people who were 
her friends when she was Miss La Chapelle 
are good enough to be her fnends now, 
has won the approval of the ordinary in- 
dividuals who watch the doings of Butte 
society from afar.

Rush of Fortune Hunters to Terra 
Del Fuego Follows a Discovery 
Made by Americans in Straits 
of Magellan. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Md. June 10.—A rush of 
gold-seekers to the Straits of Magellan and 
to Terra del Fuego is told of in a letter 
Feceived yesterday at the office of th 
Fifth Lighthouse. District from Capt 
Thomas Orlando Moon of this city, who is 
an officer of lightship No. 76, that, with her 
sister lightship, No. 83, is on a voyage from 
New York to San Francisco that holds the 
world’s record for lightship voyages 

Capt. Moon was impressed with the prox- 
imity of gold in the region by a singula: 
@xperience that befell his vessel one night 
To heave home an anchor and find it gold- 
Piated was the essence of this experience, 
and it so excited several men aboard the 
vessel that they: immediately proposed to 
abide their time and then organize an ex- 
pedition to get the precious metal. News 
of this and other experiences has already 
reached towns on the Pacific Coast, and a 
rush of fortune hunters has already begun, 
and Capt. Moon believes that if the pre- 
liminary and rather crude mining should 
show any encouragement Terra del Fuego 
will become a center of world interest and 
that that long uninhabited and desolate re 
Sion will, like the Klondike, become a 
thriving community. 

The lightship took a course through 
Smith's Channel in the Straits, and one 
night was anchored in Columbian Cove in 
19 fathoms of water with the ship's stern 
within 3 feet of the rocky promontory. 
Bo deep was the water in the region tha’ 
it was necessary to put the vessel thut 
Close to the rocks in order to get bottom 
for the anchor. 

When the anchor was hove-to the 
next morning it was completely covered 
with a yellow metallic stain. Among the 
crew was a miner working his way to Daw- 
gon City and a man of many years’ ex- 
perience in the gold fields of the world. He 
gave the stain on the anchor close ard 
critical inspection and announced positively 
that the anchor was covered with gold 
Stain and that it had all night been hocked 
fm a stratum of cold. The miner said that 
with proper tools men could make fonmtuncs 
getting out the gold that must be in large 
quantities to show such unique evidence. 
The miner immediately changed his pla: 
about going to Dawson and said he woul 
stop in San Francisco to try and ect soine 
ohne to grubstake him and start an expedi- 
tion to Terra del Fuego for gold, . In his 
Setter it is apparent that Capt. Moon Is also 
slightly touched with the gold fever, and 
$t would not be surprising to hear that the 
veteran marincr had joined the expedition 

Capt. Moon's letter fs dated from Callao, 
Peru, May 4, and tells In charming sallor 
fashion of the wonders of the passage 
through the straits. The lightship spent 
gix days in the straits and Smith's Chan-

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INNOCENT CONVICT IS — 


WELCOMED WITH BAND 
ON HIS RETURN HOME 
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Citizens of Memphis and Scotland County Celebrate Pardon 
ing of Thomas Senter, Just Released From Stillwater 
Penitentiary, Where He Was Sent as a Forger. 


Ppecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Mo., June 10.—Met at the 
railroad station.by 1500 citizens and former 
associates and conducted in triumph to 
his former residence, Thomas R. Senter, 
a convict without gullt, was compensated, 
in slight measure, at his hotmne-coming for 
the deprivation, hardship and obloquy that 
had come to him in the four years he had 
been forcibly kept from home, confined in 
a jail in another State. This home-com- 
ing was the culmination of four years 
of earnest, determined work by a corm- 
munity as a unit bent upon righting a 
monumental wrong. 

Thomas R. Benter was well along in the 
60s, a farmer and real estate man in com- 
fortable circumstances in Scotland Coun- 
ty when his trouble began. He had «@ 
wife and one son, who was grown up and 
farmed a tract in Scotland County some 
distance from the parental holding. 

In the fall of 1900 a number of places 
in the watershed of the Upper Mississippi 
had been visited by a man well along in 
years, who had, by means of forged land 
deeds, victimized farmers. The 
with which the forger had,met had en- 
raged the entire district against him. Aft- 
er each offense he disappeared in the most 
mysterious manner, defying all efforts to 
bring him to justice. So persistent and 
daring had been his operations that great 
efforts were made to encompass his ap- 
prehension. The descriptions of the man 
given by his victims in various sections 
proved conclusively that the forgeries were 
the work of the same man. Reports 
showed that the forger had begun work 
in Minnesota and worked south through 
Iowa into Missouri. Rewards were offered 
for his arrest, a good description being 
circulated broadcast. 

It was the misfortune of Thomas Senter 
that he answered the description almost 
exactly. Height, weight, warriage, com- 
plexion, method of wearing his hair and 
Greas tallied exactly with that of the for- 
ger. His business of rea! estate agent also 
made him entirely conversant with the 
deeds and property transfers in which 
field the forger worked. The searchers, 
inspired by the reward, decided that Sent- 
er was the man sought, and reported their 
conclusions to the authorities in the places 
where the forger worked. 

A Deputy Sheriff from Council Bluffs 
came to Memphis to arrest Senter. Believ- 
ing that he would be able to establish his 
innocence without trouble, Senter consented 
to accompany the officer without waiting 
for requisition papers. He was taken 
to Council Bluffs for trial on a charge of 
forgery. Here he was confronted by the 
victims of the forgery. Although the re- 
semblance was striking, the identification 
was by no means positive and Senter was 
acquitted. The arrest and trial of Senter 
attracted attention in other communities 
where the forger had worked and when 
Senter was acquitted at Council Bluffs the 
authorities of Blue Earth, Minn., took pos- 
session of him and escorted him to that 
place for trial. 

By this time the citizens of Scotland 
County had become aroused over the 
manifest injustice of the course pursued 
toward one of their respected citizens. 
The offense for which he was tried at 
Plue Earth was committed on July 4, 
1900. On that day Senter had been quietly 
engaged at Memphis in the ordinary 
pursuits such a holiday elicited. A large 
delegation of citizens of Memphis, Mo., 
some 25 or 80. made a special trip to 
Rlue Barth to testify to this fact at the 
trial. The witnesses included members 
of the County Court, bankers, business 
men and farmers. 

Despite the completeness of the alibi, 
Senter was convicted and sentenced to 
ten years and six months in the peniten- 
tlary at Stillwater, Minn. 

This remarkable miscarriage of justice ex- 
eited the greatest resentment in Scotland 
County. Strenuouse efforts were at once 
begun, looking toward the release of the 
innocent man. Every conceivable influence 
was brought to bear upon the Governor 
of Minnesota to bring about the pardon- 
ing of the convicted man. Petitions, nu- 
merously signed, were prepared. State- 
ments of the insufficiency of the evidence 
were forwarded. The fact was brought out 
that Senter’s reliance on his innocence had 
kept him from resorting to the means of 
legal defense which a guilty man would 
have used. Delegations of citizens of Scot- 
land County visited the Governor and im- 
portuned him to right the wrong which the 
courte had wrought. 

At the last session of the Missouri Leg- 
islature, Representative Witty of Scotland 
County introduced a resolution asking the 
Legisiature of Minnesota to take some ac-

the release of the innocent man. 

Immediately after the conviction of Sen- 
ter a mass meeting was held in Memphis, 
at which citizens made speeches denounc- 
ing the injustice. A set of resolutions were 
adopted as follows: 

Whereas, circulars have been published 
and scattered broadcast around Blue Earth, 
Minn., charging that a gang of forgers ex- 
ists In and around Scotland County, Mis- 
sourt, who ply the business of forging and 
uttering forged deeds and obtaining money 
thereon, and that when one of the gang is 
apprehended the rest of the gang stand 
ready to swear to an alibi. 

Resolved, that we denounce the state- 
ments in said circular as infamous lies and 
a iibel on the fame and reputation of a 
community that has the reputation of be- 
ing one of the most law-abiding com- 
munities in the United States, and we de- 
nounce the author and writer of such 
circular as an infamous liar, and we can- 
not conceive what his motive can de in 
thus traducing his own community and 
hounding an innocent man into the peniten- 
tiary, thus committing a worse crime than 
murder. 

Resolved, that an unfortunate citizen of 
Scotland County lies incarcerated in prison 
at Stillwater, ‘Minn., for a crime which 
he did not commit and with which he 
had no connection. The judicial farce 


at Blue Earth has ended. The travest 
on justice has been performed. A great 


and irreparable wrong has been done 
by a verdict which was nothing else but 
& result of passion, prejudice and ignor- 
ance. 

A score of our best citizens know, of 
their own personal knowledge, that Thomas 
R. Senter was in Scotland County at the 
time of the prepetration of the of- 
fense with which he was charged. The 
sending out of printed matter to influence 
courts and juries either for or against 
& person charged -with crime is reprehen- 
sible, but the sending out of the circu- 
lars, written and signed by a man who 
himself, is not a stranger to our criminal 
courts, prepared and designed for the pur- 
pose of misleading and prejudiging the 
minds of people of moderate intelligence in 
Faribault County, Minnesota. we denounce 
as infamous and as an insult to every re- 
spectable citizen of our county., We be- 
Heve by the machinations of an unscrupu- 
lous and designing man that Thomas R.

Wall Street Is All at Sea and 
Local Securities Are 
Neglected. 


— 


CONDITIONS. CONFLICTING 


An Early Advance Is Indicated, 
but the Future Movement 
Is Uncertain. 


BY RALPH O. JJOHNSON. 

Speculation in ail-security markets has 
been at a standstill throughout the past 
week, owing to the uncertainties that 
prevail in the general market situation, 
which must eventually shape the course 
of all securities to a-higher or a lower 
price level. : 


Speculative sentiment is at present 
crifting in an unknown sea, whose 
shores are lined with sunken reefs of 


aisaster or golden sands of prosperity 
for the unfortunate or fortunate market 
follower who judges the future right or 


wrong. 
From all standpoints under existing 
general conditions stock values have 


risen to a point apparently unwarranted, 
and even tnough in the past six weeks 
a decline has taken place, seeming se- 
vere for so short a period, nevertheless 
the present range of values from an in- 


vestment or speculative standpoint holds 
liit@ Of attractieness to a prospective 
purchaser. 

Une thing, and one thing alone, holds 
security values at the prevailing’ high 
level, and tuat is the strength of count- 
less mil.iong supporting the Watl street 
market. 

Never in the History of Wall street have 
Dbrices been sustuined through 80 many 
bearish developments (any one pt which in 
ordinary times would have caused a sensa- 
tional decline) as have occurred in the 
past six months. 

The Equitable scandal alone would, un- 
der ordinary market conditions, “have 
caused a most panicky break, whereas at 
present, although exposing a condition of 
affairs in the world of high finance border- 
ing on rottenness. and showing up men 
who occupy the highest financial positions 
and who control the absolute confidence of 
the public as unworthy of thelr trust, it is 
passing pens with all its rascally ex- 
posures, without causing more than a rip- 
ple on the surface of the stock market. 

Stocks have also been sustained in the 
face of a foreign war that at any time 
might have meant the involving of other 
world powers, while the generally acknow!l- 
edged fact that business conditions, and es- 
‘pecially in the steel and iron trade, are not 
ndicative of future prosperity has been 
practically ignored. 

Why, then, have stocks been sustained 
throughout market conditions that would 
naturally be conducive to an extreme low 
price level? Simply because for once in 
the history of Wall street the speculative 
public refused to follow blindly the mar- 
ket made by the financial interests to un- 
lcead their holdings. 

For months during the recent advance 
every tactic known to the professional mar- 
ket operators was indulged in to attract 
the speculative public, as it was attracted 
in the big bull campaign four years ago. 

And through the agency of glowing mar- 
ke* reports, talk of gigantic railroad deals 
and the use of enormous wash sales prices 
were raised gradually to the recent high 
level, but the public refused to enter the 
market on an extensive scale, thanks to 
the author of “Frenzied Finance.’’ And 
for once the machinations of the operators 
have been the means of advancing prices on 
themselves to a fictitious altitude with no 


per share proved unsuccessful in attracting 
a public following are now holding prices 
as near the high level as possible as long 
as general conditions do not become too ad- 
verse, in the hope that the opportunity will 
present itself by which some of their 
enormous holdings may be marketed. 

To Thomas W. Lawson all credit is due 
for even Soo he may be working in the 
interests of himself and followers, he has 
done more to open the eyes of the public 
at large to the manner in which they ere 
being yearly fleeced in Wall street than

proposition. And sooner or later. unless 
speedy restrictions are placed on the specu- 
lative indulgences now prevalent through- 
out the country, a retribution must come 
even more drastic and far reaching than 
that suggested for Lawson to the stock 
gamblers who are largely in control of the 
wwe‘ 

In all markets and business enterprises 
conditions are the same. Mercantile pro- 
ducts are advanced to fictitious prices, 
legitimate competition on a small scale is 
ground under the heel of the powerful 
trusts, food products, including the neec- 
cossities of life, are cornered and ad- 
vanced beyond all equitable limits in «the 
mad speculative rush for wealth. 

So why is it not reasonable to believe 
that the same conditions prevail in the 
stock market today and that prices which 
have in the past year been advanced be- 
yond the “@reams of the most optimistic 
of the bulls are now being held by mai 
force of wealth around the advanced level 
to be sold out on the unsuspecting public 
when conditions so adjust themselves as 
to permit it. 

After ail the Wall street market is only 
a game. So why buy stocks when al) in- 
dications point to the fact that the inter- 
ests now holding them are so anxious to 
dispose of them that they are daily con- 
cocting schemes to bring about this re- 
sult? 

The writer does not mean to assert that 
stooks will not have a temporary advance. 
for the indications are that the holding in- 
terests will shortly endeavor to stimulate 
a spequlative movement, but it is his opin- 
ion thtit this moyement, if it comes, will 
be engirrered to sell out on, and that the 
pendulum of speculation at the present 
time ie. swinging on the decline.

Arthur Keiner, another product of the 
swimming school, while not as fast as 
Stamm, has a etronger stroke and more 
endurance, which should make him 4a 
strong entry in the endurance races. His 
swimming fame rests more on his diving 
ability, however, than on anythi else. 
Several years ago he made a high dive of 
68 feet, which was a clever performance, 
since he was under 20 years of age at the 
time. 

Dr. Sheldon who holds the Olympic cham- 
pionship for fancy diving, is also a fast 
swimmer. This year he has been devoting 
much of his time to developing hie racing 
stroke, and the oe ones look upen 
him as a very strong card. 

Then there aré two boys from Smith 
Academy who are doing some good swim- 
ming. R. B. Koken is the better of the 
two, although O. M. Forster possesses good 
form and has much endurance. 

All of these swimmers are training in a 
special squad three times a week after 
the natatorium has been closed to its pa- 
trons. and are confident that they will be 
in condition for the championships in Au- 
gust.

For the first weeks of the season the Car- 
dinals were jokes and their misfortunes in 
the game made them the butt and ridicule 
of every wit. They were beaten in the 
Spring series by the Browns and mauled 
and buffeted about by their opponents in 
the National. 

Burke was put in charge and that very 
evening he made the address to his players 
that has been their watchword ever since: 
“Let's try and win a pennant for old St. 
Louls, boys. We may not win it, but let’s 
try, anyway." 

That night they left on their long trip, the 
invasion into the enemy's country, that is 
dreaded by all ball players. The result of 
the trip is histery and is briefly epitomized 
thus: The Cardinals went away last and 
came home sixth, but a few games from the 
first division, with the result that St. Louls 
is now baseball crazy.

Veteran Trainer in New York 
Thinks Young Harry Murch

NEW YORK, June 10.—There is now in 
training in a local gymnasium a young 
giant—a man whom his manager, Billy El- 
mer, thinks is just the one to fill ex-cham- 
pion Jeffries’ shoes.

The work of the ranch Is so systematized 
Vihat it gces more easily than that of the 
averege smal] farm.

About the mansion ere ranged the bunk 
houses of the cowboys, the big dining hall, 
the burns for the mules and other work 
animals, the granarices and the tool and 
implement huuses. 
On other parts of the ranch are other 
houses und barius. The whole is connected. 
by 35 miles of telephone wires, so that Joe 
Miller at the ranch house can talk with 
tne foreman of the wheat acres, the corn 
acres, the watermelon patch, the road 
overseer, the fence rider, the cattle range 
at Red Rock, miles away, the telegraph 
office at Bliss and the whole wide world 
over the “long distance." 
Im the office, clerks and stenographers 
handle the vast clerical work; mail is de- 
livered from the railroad by carriers. Auto- 
mobiles or carriages carry business and so- 
cial visitors from the railroad station, five 
miles away, and, in fact. the whole busi- 
ness of the big farm is conducted with the 
precision of a business house in a city. 
One of the most remarkable features of 
the big ranch is the abounding hospitality 
of it. No one seems to wait for an invita- 
tion to visit it. Visitors simply telephone 
or telegraph out, “I am coming!"" and 
come. This means everybody. A man in 
New York who knows the -Millers, has, for 
instance, a friend who is on the sick list.

VANDALS INVADED 
TWO CHURCHES 


Overturned Pews, Smashed Globes 
and Stole Communion Plates 
in Nashville, Tenn. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 10.—Vandals, 
believed to be Dboys in the neighborhood, 
have wrought havoc in the Russell Street 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church and in 
the Tenth Street Christian Church, located 
within a block of each other. In the lat- 
ter place two _ silver-plated communion 
plates were stolen, the pendulum removed 
from the clocks and hymnbooks scattered 


about. 

No arrests have been made as yet, al- 
though the police are working on the case. 
It is understood that the identity of those 
who committed the vandalism is known 
to the police. ' 

Rev. George W. Shelton, pastor of the” 
Russell street church, who returned from 
the meeting of the Cumberland Presby- 
terlan General Assembly in Fresno and 
was apprised of the act of vandalism, 
stated that the boys would be vigorously 
dealt with either in the courts or outside, 
as a great deal of mischief had been done 
to the church. The first injury done was 
in the shape of damaging and injuring cut 
stone for the new church and in marking 
up the walis of the new edifice. 

In the Russell street church the van- 
dals overturned pews and smashed lamp 
globes. The china closet in an upstairs 
room was opened and varnish, which the 
intruders mixed in a flower vase, daubed 
upon every plate, cup, saucer and dish 
in it. 

At the Tenth Street Christian Church, 
of which Rev. E. G. Sewell is pastor, two 
of the plates used in the communion serv- 
ice were appropriated by the intruders, the 
pendulum of the clock was removed and 
was found upstairs on the floor, and the 
appearances indicated that an attempt had 
been made to remove the clock from the 
wall. The intruders had also thrown a few 
books around, but did no other mischief. 
The officials of the Tenth Street Chris- 
tian Church are also determined to prose- 
cute the offenders if they can be appre- 
hended. The value of the silver-plated 
plates stolen is not great, but the lack of 
reverence entertained by the desecrators 
towards sacred things renders the financial 
damage in this, as in the other case, a 
minor matter. 


KING EDWARD’S GRANDSON 
TO BE ADMIRAL SOON,

LONDON, June 10.—Prince Eddy, the e'd- 

est son of the Prince of Wales will soon 

van his flag as an Admiral of his own 

eet. 

The “fleet’’ is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion at Sheerness Dockyard in the shape 
of a 42-foot brig. and is under orders for 
Virginia Water. 

The b upon whose quarter-deck the 
young Prince will rule was once a naval 
packet-boat. 

By the King's orders, it is being trans- 
formed into a miniature replica of the 
naval trainirig brigs recently abolished. 

The boat has been partially decked, and 
has masts, spars, rigging and sails com- 
lete, all made to seale. A cut-water has 
een added to the little vessel’s stem, and 
is adorned with a figure-head of the King 
in full unifor mas an Admiral of the Fleet. 

The interior of the craft is being fitted 
as a luxurious little saloon. 

A small party of shipwrights are now 
working overtime on the vessel, and it is 
expected she will be ready for launching 
this month. 

When completed the brig will be towed 
up the Thames by a naval launch, and re- 
rigged at her moorings on Virginia Water, 
where Prince Bddcy will hoist his flag.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Will President 
Roosevelt, who has just scored a highly 
successful diplomatic coup be asked to 
serve as mediator between Russia and Ja- 
pan? Official Washington tonight belleves 
he will. 

While the diplomatic sages of Europe 
were racking their diplomatic brains for 
some orthodox diplomacy to be used in the 
present exigency President Roosevelt ap- 
plied an untried Yankee brand which 
brought successful results with surprising 
celerity. 

Formal and entirely satisfactory replies 
were received today ffom both Russia and 
Japan to the President's identical note. 
Both countries have signified their willing- 
ness to appoint their plenipotentiaries as 
soon as it is settled where the commissions 
will meet, 

Exchanges on this point are now going on 
between Washington, Tokio and St. Peters- 
burg, 

In his letter President Roosevelt sug- 
gested, that the warring nations arrange 
their peace terms direct, without the serv- 
ices of a mediator. Thé Manchurian aay 
field seemed to be suggested as the plag ee 
for the negotiations. Pa, eat a 
While events may so shape ehemsnetidipt’’ 
that the making of peace will be com- 
pleted in Manchuria, Washington now 
seems a much more Iikely spot. It is 
practically agreed, that if the commis- 
sions comes to Washington to treat, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be called on to serve 
as mediator and president of the peace 
council, an honor which he is not lHkely 
to decline, though he has refrained from 
suggesting himself as fitted for it. 


Washington Best Place. 


It is true that in Manchuria the peace 
makers would be in practically neutral 
territory, and each would be in direct tele- 
graph communication with his own gov- 
ernment. It is pointed out, however, that 
the same conditions would hold true for 
Washington, and that, in addition, Baron 
Rosen or Count Cassini, and Minister 
Takahira are better fitted to serve as 
plentpotentiaries than the military come- 
manders. The diplomats will probably 
serve if the work is done in Washington, 
the generals if in Manchuria. 

All of the diplomats believe that the war 
is over. While the possibility of a hitch 
even after the negotiationa are well under 
way, is admitted, they do not think the 
differences as to the final termes will reach 
a point where hostilities will be resumed. 

The spirit in which Russia accepted the 
outiine of her terms, which was laid down 
as the basis for formal negotiations, is ac- 
cepted as proof of the Czar’s desire to end 
the war. and also his belief that peace cag 
be restored without working any humilia- 
tfon or any great hardship to Rusela. 

The announcement of the Presidents 
success in bringing the warring nations 
together was a surprise to practically all 
of the foreign diplomats. Without any 
knowledge of the details they knew that 
the President was seeking to effect an am- 
icable understanding that would end the 
war, but they expected that the prelimi- 
nary negotiations would drag along for 
days, and probably for weeks. They were 
wholly unprepared for such prompt res- 
sults.

“Bo far as I am aware, the loans of the 
bank amounting to over $400,000, which, it 
has been reported, Mr. Swanger desires to 


have taken up, are secured by gilt-edged 
collateral. Some of the best bankers of 
St. Louis are of this opinion and so, too, ! 
believe, is Mr. Swanger.’’ 

James F. Coyle, whose election as a di- 
rector of the People’s United States Bank 
following the publication of the facts bear- 
ing on the inquiry into the affairs of that 
institution was approved by Secretary of 
States John F. Swanger, made the above 
statement last night during an Interview 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter at his resi- 
dence, 4259 West Pine boulevard. 

Two weeks ago Mr. Swanger, in demand- 
ing a reorganization of the People's United 
States Bank, insisted that four out of the 
five directors of the bank should be men 
of high business qualifications.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The report of 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General Bris- 
tow on the investigation of the Postoffice 
Department, made by inspectors in 193, 
which is on file in the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, deals in one chapter with the pre- 
sentation of a watch to Harrison J. Bar- 
rett, who from 1897 until 1900 was an assist- 
ant to James N. Tyner, Assistant Attor- 
ney-Genheral, by E. G. Lewis, President of 
the People’s United States Bank, the Lewis 
Publishing Co., and several other corpora- 
tions. 

The report says: 

"“E. G. Lewis of St. Louls; Mo., was con- 
@ucting what is known as an “endless 
chain’ scheme. He offered a watch for 10 
cénts, the conditions being that -the origi- 
nal sender of the 10 cents was to get 10 
cards. These he was to sell or give away 
to 10 other persons, each of whom was to 
send 10 cents and receive and distribute 10 
more cards. And when all these were sent 
to Lewis with 10 cents each, the watch 
would be forwarded to the starter of the 
chain.

Being of Reid: ow a retiring disposition, 
the attention thai a photograph of my 
back excited when printed in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday was at first startling, 
but after awhile, noting that no one noted 
me, their comments amuYed me. 

I feared that the day would not pass 
without some one recognizing me. There 
are so many features in the photograph 
that are characteristic of me, but I realized 
that these small details of individual] pecu- 
liarity: do not strike the eye of persons 
who are unacquainted with me. 

Mr. Whin instructed me to gain certain 
information concerning the grain trade in 
St. Louis, ag he is writing a novel in 
which this subject will loom large. It was 
upon this work that I spent nearly all of 
Saturday, and owing to the fact that it 
is a short business day I was unable to 
complete the task. 


10 a. m. Saturday, I walked‘south to Pine 
street and east. on the north side of Pine 
street to the Merchants’ Exchange Build- 
ing.

Finally, taking a seat in a 
group of elderly men at the right of the 
auction block, I settled myself down for a 
stay of some length.

GUNNERY RECORDS BROKEN. 


Kentucky Man-o’-Warsmen Beat 
the World as Marksmen.

NEW YORK, June 10.—Rear Admiral 
Robley. D. Evans, commander of the bat- 
tleship division of the North Atlantic 
squadron, yesterday confirmed reports of 
extraordinary marksmanship by the gun- 
ners of the Kentucky, in target practice off 


Pensacola, Fla., last winter. 

The records had not been made public by 
the Navy Department. The Kentucky is 
now lying at the“Brooklyn Navy Yard and 
her men swell with pride whenever the 
subject of shooting is broached. It was 
with five-inch guns fired at a target 17 by 21 
feet, at a distance of 1600 yards, that the 
Kentucky's wonderful feat was accom- 
plished. 

One of the battleship’s gunners fired 14 
shots in a minute and hit the target 13 
times. Another gunner, firing 13 times in a 
minute, scored a hit every time. Twelve 
hits out of a possible 13 shots a minute, 
scored by each of two other gunners, made 
a-total record of 50 hits out of a possible 53.

At a meeting of the board of directors 
for the Public Library yesterday after- 
noon plans for the Barr branch of the 
library were approved.

It was reported that the board had paid 
principal and interest notes amounting 
to $179,729.85 on its property on Olive 
street between Seventeenth and Ejigh- 
teenth streets and now holds that prop- 
erty free from all encumbrance.

NEW YORK, June 10.—Grover Cleveland, 
twice President of the United States and 
now living in retirement at Princeton, has 
decided to emerge from his rural seclusion 
and become one of the trustees of stock 
for the Equitable Life Assurance Society. 
“There are few things that could draw 
me from my retirement into public life 
again, but this I consider a public duty,” 

said Mr., Cleveland tonight, 

“I have received from Mr. Ryan a letter 
asking me to become a trustee for the con- 
trolling stock interest which he and his as- 
sociates have purchased. I have deter- 
mined to accept that invitation. I deem it 
my duty to do what little ies in my power 
to bring about improved conditions in the 
affairs of this company. 

“This has grown beyond the Equitableeas 
a company. Life insurance is a national af- 
fair, in which the interests of great num- 
bers of people are involved. 

The other gentlemen who have been 
named ag trustees have the confidence of 
the people. They are most estimab'e men. 
I would not think of participating in the 
business were it not for the high character 
and the great ability of the management. 

“I do not Know how much power we 
shall have as trustees, but |] shall en- 
Geavor, to the best of my ability, to bring 
about an improved condition of affairs in 
the interests of the people. It is a duty, 
I feel incumbent upon me for the public 
good.

Trustees Give Pledges,” 

Mr. Cleveland, George Westinghousé and 
Justice Morgan J. O'Brien of the apellate 
division of the Supreme Court, all for- 
mally pledged themselves today to act as 
trustees of the 501 Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society shares pufchased from James 
H. Hyde by Thomas F. Ryan and a syn- 
dicate of financiers. 

The trustees will hold a meeting early 
this week and decide upon their duties. The 
first thing will be the drafting of the trust 
agreement under which they are to act 
as the controlling power of the stock. 

As toon as this trust agreement is 
signed by Mr. Ryan and his associates 
there will be an imperative demand from 
the policy-holders that it be made public 
in all of its details. This demand wil! be 
seconded by important financial interests 
in Wall street.

A significant fact, and 
one which was regarded as showing the 
domination of Mr. Ryan over the manage- 
ment of the Equitable, was that Mr. Mor- 
ton made three visits to Mr. Ryan's office 
in the Morton Trust Co. building during 
the day, evidently to keep the new owner 
of the Hyde stock in touch with every new

When Mr. Morton appeared at Mr, Nyans 
office in the morning he was asked when 
he was going over to the Equitabse bduild- 
ing to take charge. 

“Tl am goine over there right now,” he 
renlied. 

President Alexander, who does not appear 
cast down by the events of the past tew 
days. expects to eo to Princeton this week 
to be present at the commencement ex- 
ercises ofthe university. He sald he un- 
doubtedliy would visit Mr. Cleveland and 
woul probably talk with him about the 
affuirs of the Koaultable Society. 

The position of August Belmont, 
of Mr. Ryan's acquisition of the Equitable, 
created much comment in the financial 
district yesterday. It was reperted during 
the morning session of the atock exchange 
that Mr. Belinont would probably resign 
during the day as a director of the Equit- 
able. When this report reached Mr. Bel- 
mont he issued the following statement: 

“What has been done, and the manner 
in which it was done, has, and had, at 
the meeting, my fuilest endorsement. I! 
was not aware until late last evening 
who composed the purchasing syndicate, 
and it was really new material to me. The 
principle is the right one and I had Been 
adivocating practically what has been ac- 
complished. 

“Notwithstanding this cordially worded 
statement, it was declared that Mr. Lel- 
mont was very much disturbed by the 
strength of Mr. Ryan's position and the 
fact that he would not be able to finance 
any undertaking in the building of under- 
ground roads that might appeal to him.

No definite statement was made yester- 
day concerning the price Mr. Ryan paid 
for the Hyde stock, but a man who was 
in a position to know some of the details 
the transaction declared positively that t. 
surn Mr. Hyde received was véry much ! 
nearer $1,000,000 than $4,000,000. 

It was stated that Mr. Ryan's plans for 
the Equitable includes a radica) change in 
the scheme of investments, and that in 
this respect the society, in future, will be 
conducted on the same lines ds a savings 
bank, the policy holders’ funds béing in- 
vested in real estate, government, state 
and city bonds and railroad bonds of the 
highest order. 

Those who have been following develop- 
ments gay that Thomas F. Ryan has exe- 
cuted a coup which will help to provide 
him to finance his great subway schemes. 
At least $165,000,000 will be required by the 
Rvan interests to finance the plans they 
have laid out. 

Thomas F.. Ryan's purchase of the Equit- 
able was acceptable as meaning but one 
thing by those who have been watching 
his competition with August Belmont. It 
was declared to be a great move in carry- 
ing out his plans. 

A story told today was that Ryan 
planned and carried out the coup before 
August Belmont knew the significance of 
it. Mr. Belmont was a member of-the nom- 
inating committee and a strong figure in 
the Equitable board. To let him know 
that the election-of Paul Morton meant 
the gathering In of the Equitable bY his 
powerful rival would be sufficient to de- 
feat the plan.

GIVEN TEN YEARS 
Al PRISON LABOR 


Milwaukee Defaulter of $1,500,- 
‘000 Must Serve Maximum 
Term for His Crime, in Federal 
Prison at Fort Leavenworth. 


SENTENCE PASSED BY 
PRISONER’S OLD FRIEND 


Eyes of Judge Quarles Fill With 
Tears as He Pronounced Fateful 
Words—Condemned Man Does 
Not Loose His Nerve. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 10.—Frank G. 
Bigelow, who stole $1,500,000 from the First 
National Bank of Milwaukee, who betrayed 
the trust of dead men, looted the estates of 
widows and orphans, and lest itall in wild- 
cat speculation, in mining ventures and 
wheat deals, pleaded guilty this afternoon 
and was sentenced to Fort Leavenworth 
for a term of 10 years at hard labor. 

Judge J. V. Quar'es, lifelong friend of 
the ex-banker,. pronounced the sentence. 
There were tears in the Judge’s eyes as ho 
recalled the prisoner's crime. Bigelow sat 
through it all unmoved. The same nerve 
he has displayed from the day of the crash, 
he maintained to the end. Even the pro- 
nouncing of the séntence did not stir him, 

When, two hours later, he took the train 
on his way to prison, he still had his nerve 
with him. 

The proceedings in the United States 
Court this afternoon were dramatic and im- 
pressive in the extreme. Judge Quarles, in 
passing sentence, dwelt at some length on 
the circumstancs surfMunding the case, and 
in a voice indicative of strong emotion, 
referred to his own long personal friend- 
ship for the ruined man who faced him 
awaiting his sentence. . 

Aftr a brief consideration, Judge Quarles, 
his voice vibrant with emotion, addressed 
the prisoner in these words: 


“It is something more than regret, it is 
profound sorrow that I experience in view 
of the stern duty with which I am c@p- 
fronted. I would gladly have delegated this 
duty to another, but it seemed to me that 
a public officer should not shrink from a 
task of this nature, no matter how re- 
pugnant it might be.”’ 

Judge Quarles paused for a moment. His 
voice trembled and his eyes filled with 
tears as he proceeded, in the midst of ua 
silence so profound that the ticking of the 
large clock on the wall of the court was 
distinctly audible. 

‘“‘My heart prompts me to say more, but 
I dare not trust myself to discuss this 
case further... I cannot but recall my own 
personal friendship of long standing with 
the defendant. I shall therefore proceed 
at once to discharge the duty which de- 


volves upon me under the circumstances of| 


this case. 

Bigelow did not rise when sentenced, but 
sat quietly in his seat. The omission, 
while probably noticed by the court, was 
not commented upon either by judge, at- 
torneys or deputies. 

During the recommendation of the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the remarks of the 
court, he sat quietly, head hanging, as he 
sat when he entered the room. At times 
his cheeks flushed, then paled again, as lhe 
nervously handled his handkerchief. For 
the greater part he @azed steadily at the 
Court. 

After sentence had been pronounced, Dis- 
trict Attorney Butterfield said to the Court

McDermott was through his work for | 
the day at the dairy, and was walking | 
home along the ledge of a projecting cliff. | 
Without warning the soft gravel crumbled | 
under his feet. He grasped the root of a fall- | 
en tree to save himself. McDermott weighs 
over 20 pounds, and the decayed root | 
snapped. As he pitched down the rough | 


cliff the falling man clutched desperately 
at the protruding rocks and roots, but 
each time he secured a firm hold, the clay 
loosened, and he bounded onward, striking 
m projecting ledge every few feet, and 
turning and whirling, now upright, now 
headforemost. McDermott plunged down- 
ward toward the well-like pool, grabbing 
wildly and ineffectually at roots and rocks 
to stop his fearful plunge. 


P] Momentarily Stopped. | 


Near the bottom of the cliff Mc 


caught a root firmly, and to his moment- | 


ary joy, the tree was firmly anchored in 
the crevices of the rocks. But he was so 
exhausted that his fingers relaxed, and he

Topf had heard McDermott's first cry 
and had run to the cliff in time to see his 
frie punge helpless into a pool. 

“Look! e can't swim!" cried Hopf to 
Whippler; who had run to the cliff with 
him, as McDermott raised and floundered 
in the water. 

“Ite a risk, but I'm going to chance it.” 
he cried, and without removing his cloth- 
ing Hopf plunged headforemost 4 feet into 
the water. ' 

Sinking Third Time. 

Hopf came to the surface just as Mc- 
Dermott was sinking for the third time. 

With a mighty stride, he placed himself 
alongside of McDermott and grabbed him 
by the collar. By thia time Whipler had 
run around the end of the bluff and he 
was swiming at Hopf's side in time to assist 
in placing the apparently lifeless McDer- 
mott on a raft which floated in the middle 
of the pond. It was hard work for the two 
men to lift the heavy man onto the raft, 
which was quickly towed ashore. 

Hopf sank exhausted on the edge of the 
pon. Whipler hailed a passer-by, who 
summoned an ambulanée. 

After recovering his strength, Hopf imme- 
diately began resuscitating McDermott and 
succeeded in forcing the water from his 
lunes before the ambulance arrived. Seven 
men carried McDermott up the steep path 
On a etretcher.

Looked Like Specter as He 
Crossed Line. 


TOOK TURNS AT TOP SPEED 


Swirl of Dust and Rush of Air 
Mark Quick Trip Around 
Morris Park Track.

NEW YORK, June 10.—A white figure, en- 


throned on a fiving dragon and ‘whelmed in 
a cloud of duet, careened over the finish line 
in the automobile races at Morris Park to- 
day, while 2000 people got up and made sev- 
eral welkins ring. 

It was Chevrolet, the daredevil French- 
man, beating the world’s automobile record 
for a mile. With a fiying start he covered 
the distance in %1-5 seconds, clipping 
three-fifths of a second from the earthly 
record. 

It was all a headlong periphelion in that 
wild flight. You would have thought Chev- 
rolet a dead man bound to his seat but 
for the tremendous energy of the bound- 
ing machine under him and the cool in- 
telligence which guided it around the peril- 
ous turn. 

As he drew out from the paddock from 
among the clustered crowd of racers, every 
eye was upon him. The car he sat in has 
something of a record for obstinacy, and 
before Chevrolet took charge of it nobody 
had ever been able to get much out of it, 


But the Frenchman is a capable jockey, 
and he and his car seemed to be on fine 
terms as he gtarted around the great oval 
track on a preliminary spin. The machine 
thes pr and sputtered threateningly, and

“oh i alter the manper of their 
A, But fore the big machine had sped 
around the lower turn it was running as 
smoothly as a ailk ribbon through a 
weaver's loom. 

Peroeiving this the crowd sat down and 
waited. As Chevrolet approached the 
starting line his speed increased in the ra- 
tio of a dropping stone. The wheels hum- 
thed apd the car seemed to fiatten down 
into a ong streak; but the only change in 
the atti e of Chevrolet seemed to soa 
certain stiffening of the neck and arms 
and a tense, rapt expression around the 
goggles, only to be observed in the coun- 
tenance of a healthy devil fish. 

“Crack.” went the starter's popgun. ‘‘He's 
off,” shrieked the crowd. Almost before the 
words were spoken there was a very fine 
rear view of the Frenchman as he went 
roaring for the turn, a quarter of a mile 
away. 

He laid so close to the fence that the 
whirling felloes seemed to graze the raile 
At the backbone of the turn you could see 
the big car gekid and slide as a bowling 
ball curves on an alley, with the yellow 
dust spurting oufward from the tires in 
swift cuscades, 

Ask any chauffeur, good, bad or Indif- 
ferent, and be will tell you that it was 
no child's play to make for a turn at the 
rate of &0 miles an hour. It requires 
nerve, judgment and the eye of an eagle. 
The slightest swerve means death. 

On the backstretch the car apparently 
truck its gait. It moved with ghost-like 
mpeed, but because of its distance you 
caught no sey of the awful force of it. 

The dust lay deep upon the upper turn, 
ond as the aying machine hit the curve 
a long yellow ribbon of dust floated itn 
the rear ike the mess kicked up by a 
cyclone, 

From the upper turn into the stretch 
the car came with the speed of the wind, 
with the dust spouting In volumes from 
the wheels, 

As it rounded into the straightaway 
nnd came at you it seemed the size of a 
crawling ant. Then it became by turns a 
bee flying close to the ground. a hawk, 
the bird of Sinbad with a man on his 
back.

the army and the navy, but are solely for 
the purpose, as he puts it, of “developing 
certain specific points, mainly relating to 
defense.”’ 

“No ship will be counted out, no matter 
how many constructiye hits it may receive, 
and no land battery will be silenced, even 
if the fleet should prove its superiority 
over it. The ‘‘exercises,"’ as officers here 
seem to term them, are solely for the pur- 
pose of testing the efficiency of the per- 
sonnel and modern material .guarding 
Washington and Baltimore and the big 
shipyard at Newport News. 

Secrecy, however, reigns supreme here. 
Rear Admiral Dickins, commanding. the 

hostile’ fieet, today finally terminated his 
communication with land, and has satled 
with the idea of deceiving the troops on 
land. While it is not specifically known 
where he will make his first ‘‘attack,’’ it 
is generally believed that he will attempt 
after midnight tomorrow figuratively to 
batter down the historic walls of Old 
Fortress Monroe. Tonight the powerful 
searchlights in the fort are sweeping the 
horizon in practice for tomorrow. 

There will be comparatively little noise 
during these ‘exercises.’ None of the big 
guns will be fired except with their sub-cal- 
iber attachments.- This is cheaper and, it 
ia claimed, just as good results can be ob- 
tained. 

There will be no landing parties from the 
navy; the ships will either get past the 
fortifications undiscovered and uninjured 
or they will be constructively sunk only to 
be constructively put In action again. 

Col. Potts has issued strict orders that 
the “‘war correspondents”’ on duty here 
shall be confined to a space around the foot 
of the flag staff in a somewhat remote part 
of the fortifications.

IS MARKING TIME 


Warfare Between Chicago Drivers 
and Employers Now a Ques- 
tion of Endurance. 


CHICAGO. June 10.—No proposals for 
peace came from either side in the team- 
sters’ strike today, and for the present, at 
least, the contest has settled down to a 
matter of endurance: 

The employers propose willingness to 
meet the men at any time, but say no 
more propositions will be made to. them. 
The teamsters’ joint council held a short 
meeting today, at which terms of settle- 
ment were considered, but nothing definite 
was done. 

Secretary Sincere of the Employers’ As- 
sociation declared today that as far as 


business is concerned, the strike is practi- 
cally over. The employers have 2300 teams 
in service, and claim to be doing almost 
a normal amount of traffic.

Two Lonely Hog Raisers Are 
Calling Loudly tor Succor 


Marooned on Chesley Island! 

A lonely speck on the bosom of the Mis-| 
sissippi. So lonely that it would be forgot- 
ten but for the smell of garbage that 
causes passing boats to put on an extra 
spurt of speed and hurry Dy. This lingers 
in the memory. 

And J. A. Worthington and his brother 
are imprisoned with the amelil—they and 
the hogs with which they stocked Chesley 
Island to eat the refuse of the World's 
Fair city—uniess they are willing to pay 
regular steamboat rates to get out, 

O, solitude, where are the charms that 
sages have seen in thy face? 

Better live in the midst of alarms than to 
dwell in this horrble’ place! 

This is what the Worthingtons are say-~- 
ing—also that President O'Reilly of the 
Board of Public Improvements is playing 
it low down on them after they have been 
induced to go into the hog-raising business 
on Chesley Island to rescue St. Louis from 
Col. Edward Butler's monopolistic grasp. 
He has just issued an order excluding them 
from free transportation privileges here- 
tofore granted. 

And stay on Chesley Island they must, 
they and their hogs, unless willing to pay 
full fare on the steamboats that now alone 
can transport them from the Perfunied Isle. 
When they first undertook to colonize 
Chesley Island with hogs as living garbage- 
reduction plants, the city’s navy was at 
their service, headed by the flagship Mark 
Twain, so anxious were the municipal fa- 
thers to get rid of garbage without paying 
tribute to the Butler ogre.

Heir 
to Cabanne, Dr. J. S. Cabanne 
now inspects sidewalks for a 
livelihood and counts himself 

fortunate because he holds his job, paying $75 per 
month. 

In all the world’s cities there is not a place so 
beautiful as Cabanne, tourists say. The name 
Stands for nearly a thousand acres of a beautiful- 
ly shaded residential district located on high roll- 
ing ground in Northwestern St. Louis. St. John’s 
Wood in London, made famous by Ouida, Passy 
in Paris, not even the wooded isles of the Neva, 

here St. Petersburg’s aristocracy revels, can 

rpass in natural beauty our Cabanne. It has 

distinction all its own, a distinction like that 

f an old English park, where the trees have never 

eli the devastation of the woodmen’s ax. Em- 

wered in the green foliage of great trees, set 
far hack on velvety lawns, are its lotdly mansions. 
Each differs from its neighbor in architecture, in 
color, in effect. Flowers, the splash of silvery 
fountains, rare tropical palms, gorgeous oceans 
of greenery, surround these peaceful homes. 

Cabanne Avenue is the heart of Cabanne. To- 
day Dr. J. S. Cabanne, once owner of Cabanne 
Avenue, plods wearily over the sun-scorched side- 
walks of St. Louis 10 hours a day.

Dr. J. S. Cabanne is the son of Lucien Duteil 
Cabanne and a grandson of John P. Cabanne, 
whose mansion stil! stands in Forest Park.

When it was 
finished Dr. Cabanne realized that he had ex- 
hausted his balance at the bank. Certain that his 
property would soon recoup him he borrowed 
more money, paying 10 per cent interest for it. 
That*was all right, he thought. Soon Cabanne 
avenue would, with its 1000 or more lots, more 
than pay the loan and interest and still make a 
fortune for its owner. The property was placed 
on the market. The first lot sold for $1 a front 
foot. Even at that price it did not prove to be 
the wedge which would direct home builders to 
the new avenue. 

Dr. Cabanne then woke up. He had planned 
and builded for fhe years that were to be, not 
the year at hand. Like Col, Mulberry Sellers, h® 
Was an argonaut of the future and the Golden 
Fleece was destined for other men. He held a 
fortune in his land—if he could hold it until the 
city was ready to ask for it. Meantime the 10 
per cent interest was piling up larger and larger 
debts for him to meet. Dr. Cabanne struggled 
hard against his fate. His efforts were futile. 
Piece after piece of his inheritance went at 


his bankers. Perhaps the lots at Cabanne and

I’ve got a 
better appetite than John and I’ll bet I sleep 
better at night than he. Lmever knew what real 
happiness was until I lost my property. When I 
had it I was constantly worried trying to protect 
it. A fortune is like the Old Man of the Sea. It 
hangs to your neck and keeps you frantic trying 
to protect it. I am far happier without my 
money. All I ask is to be allowed to keep my 
position and not be worried too much while I do 
my work.’’ .

Pearl buyers 
from New York and Boston are now. traveling 
along the rivers within the shadow of St. Louis 
buying pearls from fishermen who live along 
shore in tents and boats. London and Paris 
jewelers are now urging their agents to look to 
St. Louis for the finest pearls. 

A stir has just been created in Paris by the sale 
6f one of them to a Rajah of India for $10,000. 
The gem was found near Newport, Ark., and 
was offered for sale in St. Louis but a few months 
ago. Local jewelers who saw it pronganced it 
the finest pearl in the world. 

A little girl from the Meramec River sold for 
$60 to a St. Louis jeweler but a few days ago a 
beautiful pearl which she had taken from a rough, 
ugly Meramec mussel with her own hands. 


ESE things seem incredible, but they are true. The 

Mississippi pearl industry is growing every day. It 

is coming nearer and nearer to St. Louis. Pearl 
hunters are finding the gems in every river about the city. 
Scarcely a day passes that they do not appear at the loca! 
jewelry houses and offer for sale a little sack of pearls. 
. The jewelers say that in color these excel the finest 
pearls of the Orient. Frequently they are perfectly round 
or pear-shaped, and they are in demand at fancy prices 
in every fashionable shop of Europe. The European ex- 
perts say they have more varieties of color and excel in 
. gize and luster the salt-water pearls which come from the 
fisheries of Ceylon, Australia, the Persian Gulf and the 
Gulf of Lower California—‘the chief salt-wa‘er peart fields 
of, the world. 

If it were gold that had been discovered in such quanti- 
ties here in the Mississippi Valley there would be an “On 
to, the gold fields!” rush. Had it been diamonds found in 
such profusion in every stream around St. Louis, here 
would be another Kimberley, and here Kimberley’s dia- 
mond-mad host. But pearls—ithe world has never had a 
pearl rush, though the pearl is precious, and to find a big, 
beautiful pearl means fortune then and there. 

‘| Today there are thousands of men on the Mississippi and 
ita tributaries whose business the year around is pear! 
fishing. They are called pearlers. The value of the mus- 
eels gives the industry “a grub-stake foundation,” which 
imsures the pearler against want in the event he finds 
no valuable pearls, for he can always make a living selling 
dis mussels to the button factories. If he finds a good 
pearl, it is so much “velvet"—a windfall. Sometimes they 
find a fortune in a single mussel, as in the case of the Ar- 
kansas fisherman who recently found the big pearl now

Wherever there are mussel] shells there 
are pearls, One may open a thousand shells without finding 
a marketable pearl, but they are there. It is like finding 
diamonds, and like every other gem and jewel industry in 
the world. It is just one remove from looking for a needle 
in a haystack. Luck and perseverance are the requisites 
of success, 

“They are finding pearls in the Meramec now. Only & 
few days ago I paid a little girl 860 for a pearl she had 
found down there. The field in these near-by rivers is just 
developing, and we shall hear more and much of it within 
a short while. 

“Qurs are known as fresh or sweet-water pearls. The 
experts of Paris and London call them the finest in the 
world. They excel the pearls of the Orient because of 
their wonderful range in tints. They have all the beauties 
of the rainbow, all the tints of the skies and flowers. It is 
wonderful how colorful they are. Fine fresh-water pearis 
are in great demand in the big cities of Europe, where they 
have had more experience with gems than we have hed 
ever here and are better able to judge of the comparative 
merits of pearls from all the fields of the world.

A little girl from the Meramec, daughter 
of a fisherman, recently sold in St. Louis 
for $60 a pearl she had taken from a mus- 
sel. 

The output of pearls within a radius of 
300 miles of St. Louis has grown. tintil it 
rivals that of peirl buttons made from 
river mussels, which amounts to $%3,000,- 
000 per annum. 

Five varieties pf river mussels yield 
pearls. The shell in which they are most 
found is a thick, dark, scaly clam, known 
as a niggerhead. They are never found in 
the common sam shell, which is light, 
long, narrow and almost translucent. 

Pearls require from six to twelve years 
to develop. They are ordinarily’ made 
by the mother-of-pearl which the clam 
throws about any foreign substance whick 
happens to get into the shell. 

The majority of the valuable pearls 
found about St. Louis are pure white or 
pink, though some of those which are val- 
ued at thousands of dollars are in tints of 
the most delicate beaut: —pink, cream 
white, orange, lilac, lavender, purple, hya- 
cinth. Sometimes some vf the- finest of 
them are black or brown. 

Drug stores in the river towns where 

the pearlers live always buy pearis, anu 
they are the recognized local markets for 
them. Traveling buyers i turn secure 
them from the druggists.

“The pearls we are finding nere are fast coming to the 
front in the big gem centers. A short while a:‘o one of 
them made a stir in Paris, where it was sold for $1000 
to a Rajah of India. The gem had been found near New- 
port, Ark. It was brought here to St. Louis, and efforts 
were made to sell it here, We thought they asked too 
much for it, and they took it on to New York and sold it. 
It was a beautiful pearl, and a big one, too. I was'not a 
bit surprised to hear that some French jeweler had re- 
ceived a fabulous price for it from some one of his royal 
customers. 

“An expert can ordinarily glance at a pearl and tell what 
part of the world produced it. The pearls found here, 
for instance, ure known for their unusual and myriad col- 
ors and tints, many of which are unknown in the pearls 
from other fields. There is @ sameness in the colors of 
pearls from any other field in the world but this. The pearl 
fisheries of Ceylon produce the bulk of the white pearls; 
the yellows mainly come from the Persian Gulf; the grays 
chiefly come from Australia; the other numerous variety of 
salt-water pearis is black, and it comes from the Gulf of 
California.

delighted ourselves theorizing as to what boat it had been,

Wednesday, June 7—*We were off at 6 o'clock, 
to the Mississippi and passing down without stopping. We 
got over the Chain of Rocks without coming to the surface. 
We were enjoying ourrelves, were well off for food, thanks 
to the tabloid foods which chiefly served us, though we 


| wanally cooked fish or meat once a day upon the electric 


stove, and had no need to resort to either the surface or 
Mr.~Adkina had a smal! distilling apparatus 
which served to distill water for table use. 

We reached thé Eads Bridge at noon and went from one 
of ite piers to another, examining them. They were all as 
if nature had built them, and the rock showed no signs of 
disintegration. The current about the piem was terrific, 
tut lying upon the lower side of them one stood in still 
water, which was constantly sought by fish, which came in 
out of the current to reat. 

We fourd the 8t. Louis harbor as much as 80 feet deep 
in places, and we saw many more fish than we had seen 
in the Missouri. The floor of the harbor was quite smooth 
and free from, obstructions, though there were left some 
wrecks from the &t. Louis cyclone, now weighted down and 
eovered with sand and mud, The wreck of the Dolphin, 
which was sunk in midstream just below the Eads Bridge, 
was partially perceptible. We passed on down the river. 

Opposite Jefferson Barracks we saw a willow forest, en- 
tirely submerged. We stopped there and spent the rest of 
the day eyplering this place, which abounded with sub- 
marine life. Here we saw schools of the smaller fish. Buf. 
falo fish and carp grazed on the green grasses. Mussels 

were numerous in the mud. Along the sand rea-hes were 
numbers of the sharp-headed, softshell turt'es which 
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returning 


abound in the Mississippi. We improved our marksman- 
ship with the airguns, bagging a few of them for soup. 

Thursday, June 8—This was a delightful day in which we 

explored the floor of the river down as far as Cape Girar- 
deau. Of course we could not always tell night from day, 
but the clock in the boat and our watches enabled us to 
ascertain the hour. We could converse with ease when 
walking on the bottom, thanks to the delicate dia- 
phragms which covered our mouths and ears. Our breath- 
ing was natural. We had by this time become so bold 
that we wandered about at random, each following his 
bent. 
Just before noon of this day Prof. Nipber, while explor- 
ing a dark pool more than a hundred feet in depth, came 
upon an enormous catfish, which was almost as large as a 
man. The big fellow did not seem to understand that t'e 
intruder was an enemy. He permitted the Professor to 
walk up and Jay hands upon him, and when he did move 
away he did it in most sluggish and unconcerned fashion. 
The Professor followed him about the pool for some two 
hours, observing his movenents. He ascertained that the 
fish fed upon smaller fish and that he was most ingenious 
in catching them. Too big to pursue them and catch them 
by sheer speed, as the black and striped basa did cont nu- 
ously, the big catfish eecluded himself in some dark place 
and lay there, waiting until some school of fish, hard- 
pressed by a pursuer and not knowing where they went, but 
seeking only to escape, fairly darted into his cavernous 
mouth. This huge fish the Professor finally shot and 
dragged to camp, and we feasted upon steaks of him for 
two days. He weighed 185 pounds, and Mr. Hurter said 
he was peculiar to the Mississippi, and was found along its 
entire length, beirg known in ichthyology as the great Mis- 
sissippi River catf sh. 

Along in the afternoon of this day we saw a most re- 
markable sight—a school of paddle fish, or shovel-nosed 
cats, at play. They are thick blue fellows, the harmless 
frésh-water prototype of the swordfish of the sra. We 
often observed them shoveling for worms in the banks of 
the river with their thin, long spouts, but we had not seen 
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them disport themselves until this afternoon. Their spe- 
cialty is leaping, and they can leap wonderfully. In fact, 
there is no other fish in the river that can approach them 
in athletics of this sort. Some of them are more than five 


feet long from snout to tail, and thick in the body; but 
they can swim with amazing speed, dash aut of the sur- 
face of the water and flash up as much as 10 feet in the 
air, returning to the water with a slap. 

Friday, June 9—This was one of our most thrilling days. 
Early in the day we encountered near Cape Girardeau a 
strange fissure across the floor of the river. It resembled 
a great crack, partially closed by deposits which the river 
had poured into it. Prof. Nipher identified it as being a rent 
in the river bottom. Itappeared there during the earth~ 
quakes in 1811, when the sunken lands of Southeast Mis- 
souri went down. This great fissure in the river was called 
bottomless in those days, and it was said to be 150 feet 
wide. Its width at this time is leas than that, but it is still 
a very ugly abyss, 

Whether to permit the Unio to drop into it was a ques- 
tion which! we debated at length. It was finally agreed 
that we would take the risk. The submersion to so great 
a depth caused a slight return of that horrifying sensation 
which we had experienced when we first dropped under the 
river's surface. To make the adventure more harrowing, 
the place was intensely black. The Professor seemed upon 
the point of desisting several times, but he continued to 
send the Unio ahead gently and to point it into this won- 
derful canyon. Finally, when we had dropped 275 feet be- 
low the surface of the river, the concentrated searchlight 
revenled the bottom. It was filled with wreckage and de- 
brie which the river had tumbled in. Doubtless it had 
been much deeper, but had been continually filling up since 
1811. 

We spent the entire day in this great rent. In the after. 
noon Mr. Adkins, by discharging quantities of iron in solu- 
tion from a seltzer bottle, cleared the water until we could 
see great distances. Mr. Adkins merely caused the foreign 
substances in the water to settle to the bottom, which 
process he employs in clearing the water supply of St. 
Louis. The result was wonderful. The water in the ch™m 
being almost still, the river only interfere 4 with its trans 
parency at the top, leaving the 250 odd feet of water under 
this veil so bright that we could examine at will the wyriad 
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life in the profound depths of this great river gash. eres 

We saw several of the big alligator gare here, as well ae a: 
big catfish, such as the Professor had found the previous — 
day. ‘The plant life Mr. Hurter found to be more prolifie 
than any he had discovered elsewhere. The walle were —

HIS is the cyclone season in the 

Mississippi Valley. It is in May 

and June that the strangest 

storm known to meteorology 

and the most dreaded of all 

natural phenomena recurs most 

frequently in that portion of the United States 
which is familiar with the ‘‘twister.’’ 

This year has been no whit different from others. 
One cyclone at Snyder, 0. T., has destroved the 
city and killed more than 100 persons. Another at 
Marquette, Kan., has killed 30 persons. Others all 
over the West and Southwest have destroyed life 
and property until the approaching end of the 
established cyclone season is awaited with 
thoughts of relief by the whole population. 

The cyclones of 1905 have left in their wake 
such stories of strange facts as would be incred- 
ible did they come from any other source. But 
the popular humor is to doubt nothing that is 
heard of a cyclone. The ingenuity of an Aesop or 
Munchausen could not hope to keep pace with the 
storm. In all the category of the whims of vio- 
, hence, there is nothing they will not do. The very 
hopelessness of ordinary precaution is emphasized 
by the multitude of amazing and astonishing 
things left in their wake.

cyclone at Snyder, on the night of May 10, 
abounded in all that was strange and terrible.

A picture developed in Snyder on the afternoon preceding 
the storm, and which could not have been duplicated or 
transported in any other wise than by the storm, was 
found the next day in a field 42 miles from the home of 
Russell Bueser, who made it. 

A farmer living six miles from Snyder found in front 
of his door the next morning a check which he had cashed 
at the Snyder Bank the afternoon preceding the storm. 

Every clock in Snyder stopped at 8:43 Pp. ™., OF as near 
to that as they were right or-wrong. This was the instant 
when the storm struck, but why the clocks stopped has not

Heat, opening the pores, causes the oils 
to exude with perspiration. Therefore, it 
will readily be seen that when cold cream 
is used it is to be thoroughly removed, and 
even in the warmest weather there sre 
times When it is better than anything else. 
for the complexion. That is not to gay it 
is more whitening and cleansing than any- 
thing else, but it will accomplish the same 
good and costs less than cleansing prepara- 
tions made from other ingredients. 

Ite chief value insummer liesin its cleans- 
ing properties. A woman who is careful 
of her complexion during warm weather 
can do a great deal in three. months to 
make it white and satiny. Some of the 
very elements are in her favor, and if she 
will take advantage of heat and protect 
herself from sun and burning winds she 
will have a far finer skin in the fall than 
she had in the spring. This is because the 
pores are constantly opening, allowing ex- 
traneous matter to free itself, so that the 
complexion is literally cleared. The proc- 
ess. howéver, is greatly aided by the use 
of cold cream judiciously applied for, mas- 
saged into the open pores of the face, it 
will, if very hot water is afterward applied, 
bring out with it more dust and dirt than 
would come simply with natura! perspira- 
tion. Grease. as one knows perfectly, holds 
dirt. and. therefore, any fats rubbed into 
the face are cleansing if they are removed 
properly. 

Elderfiower cream is one of the best 
for this purpose, and yet as all skin differs 
a little. there are some with whom it does 
not agree. Another probably more suited 
then, and equally cleansing and whitening, 
is made of two ounces of sweet almond oil, 
three drams of white wax, three drams of 
spermaceti, one dram of borax, three-quar- 
ters of an ounce of glycerine, one ounce of 
orange flower water, 15 drops of oil of 
neroli, and eight drops of oil of rhodium. 

To prepare melt the first three ingredients 
in an earthen dish set in a basin of hot 
water. As soon as liquid remove from the 
heat. Into the orange flower water and 
giycerine dissolve the borax and then pour 
into. the fats, a HMttle at a time, beating 
constantly with a silver fork. Just before 
the cream hardens put in the oils and one- 
half dram of tincture of benzoin. 

This is to be used when coming in from

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HE close-fitting bolero is a favorite 
ze idea for the afternoon visiting frock 
and is exceedingly well-liked for the 
dressiest of gowns worn at aftarnoon func- 
tions or for dinner and theater wear.

The mas- 
sage accomplished, more cream is rubbed 
gen¢rously over the face, which is shining 
and gently burning. Now for 15 minutes 
do nothing at all, that is, to the face. This 
cream bath is to remain on for that length 
of time, and one may either lie down until 
then, or be busy about other parts of the 
dressing. This allows the grease to sink 
in, reaching the last bit of dust that has 
crept into the pores. 

At the end of 15 minutes wipe off the 
superfiuous paste with a soft cloth, and 
then have the basin filled with water as hot 
as can be endured. The face, by the way, 
can stand a higher temperature than can 
the hands. P 

Hold the head over the basin and either 
with a soft cloth or taking (two handfuls of 
water souse the face repeatedly untél it 
glows and burns. Unless this is very well 
Gone and the water is absolutely hot it will 
net remove all of the cream and the whole 
purpose of the treatmient will be defeated. 
Any remaining mn will not only hold the 
dirt, but will make the complexion greasy 

One_can re@dily tell by rubbing the fin- 
gers over the face when, the last trace of 
cream is romoved. Then hu the basin with 
cold water and into it put 12 drops of tinc- 
ture of benzoin.

LOUIS hoepital has introduced « 
machine to relieve the hospital nurse 
of that irksome, arm-racking task of 

Shaking down the mercurial columns in 
clinical thermometers, a mechanical device 
having just been perfected for this pur- 
pose.
